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REMARKS 

Applicants hereby acknowledge the Office Action mailed on April 16, 2007. 
Applicants appreciate the recognition of allowability of 1, 3-18, 20 and 21. Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration of the rejection of claim 22 of the present application in 
view of the above claim amendments and the following remarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 112 

The Examiner rejected Claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
indefinite. The Examiner based this rejection on the fact that there is no mention that the rigid 
wall aids in supporting the component in the cavity, and that based upon the specification and 
drawings, there is no explanation or diagram that would lead one to believe that the resilient 
arms are capable of supporting the component by themselves without aid of the rigid wall. 

Applicants have herein amended claim 22 to indicate that the rigid wall and each of 
the resilient arms frictionally engage the small component and retain the small component 
within the cavity. 

Thus, Applicants believe that this claim amended overcomes the Examiner's rejection 
of Claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. 

Conclusion 

For the reasons set forth above, Applicants believe Independent Claims 1, 3-18, and 
20-22 are allowable over the cited prior art. Applicants assert that all claims pending in this 
application are allowable over the cited prior art and that the present application is in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly, passage to issuance is respectfully solicited. If the 
Examiner disagrees, Applicants request that the Examiner contact the representative of the 
Applicants set forth below in order to discuss any outstanding issues.
